It was the second p«jury in- 
dictment for Andrews handed 
down by the ; QrleahS Parish 
Grand Jury which charged, that 
the rotund, hip-talking attorney 
wilfully and knowingly lied un- 
der oath while testifying in con- 
nection with District Attorney 


Jhn Garrison’s probe into an 
alleged New Orleans plot ' to| 
murder President John P. Ken- 
nedy. 

The first indictment, leveled 
against Andrews last month, 
was npl pressed Thursday by 
one of Oarison’s assistants. 

Andrews’ testimony centered 
around his legal dealings with 
Lee Harvey cfewald, whom he 
represented on several minor 
matters, and his conv«eati<ms 
with a man who called himself 
Clay Bertrand. Garrison says
